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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that lowering the pH of an animal 
habitat (to control Darkling beetles) is distinguishable from ammonia and odor reduction. In particular, Applicant argues that ammonia and 
odors can be reduced without lowering the pH to less than 5. However, Applicant has presented no evidence or factual support for his 
assertion that the amounts of TCM which reduce ammonia and odors are not the same amounts that reduce the pH of an animal habitat to 
less than 5. In fact, as noted in the previous Office Action, the claims of the '804 and '892 patents recite the same ranges of TCM as 
recited in the instant claims. Accordingly, the Examiner is not persuaded that the claimed method of controlling Darkling beetles in an 
animal habitat comprising the step of treating an animal habitat with an effective amount of TCM "such that the pH of the habitat is lowered 
to less than 5" is patentably distinct from methods of reducing the production of ammonia and odors in an animal habitat comprising the 
step of treating the habitat with an effective amount of TCM at a concentration of "from about 1 00 to about 200 ppm" Note that instant 
claim 49 recites that the concentration of TCM is from about 25 ppm to about 1 000 ppm. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to treat 
an animal habitat with TCM at a concetration of 100 to 200 as recited in claim 1 of the '804 patent. The fact that such a treatment also 
controls Darkling beetles by lowering the pH to less than 5 is not a patentable distinction over the claims of the '804 and '892 patents. 
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
